The fall plowing will usually need to 
be gone over with the disk to get It in 
shape for planting. 
The superior con 
dition obtained 
by 
double disking — 
that is, letting the disk “lap half’’—will 
more than pay for the extra labor. 
There is an additional advantage in 
that the surface is left smooth. Disk­ 
ing spring plowing is seldom neces­ 
sary. 
In cases where improper plowing has 
left a field cloddy the roller may often 
be used to advantage. 
A corrugated 
roller is better for this purpose than a 
smooth one, as it tends to crush the 
clods rather than to simply push them 
down into the finer dirt. 
A home­ 
made “planker” or clod crusher will 
often answer the purpose as well as a 
roller. 
The roller packs the ground consid­ 
erably and so quickens the capillary 
rise of water. 
If the surface is left 
smooth much of the moisture that 
comes up will be lost by evaporation, 
and later in the season the crop will 
be likely to suffer from drought. 
To 
avoid this the roller should be follow­ 
ed immediately by the harrow. 
This loosens a thin layer of surface 
soil. 
When the capillary water reach- 
es this loose laver its rise is checked.

A good way to tell when a field is In 1 
proper condition to be plowed is to j 
squeeze a ball of the dirt in your hand. J 
If it sticks together in a pasty m a ss! 
you had better let it dry a 
few day s; 
longer. 
If it hangs loosely together in 
a mealy ball the plow can be set to 1 
work at once. 
Such soil will fall over 
the edge of the moldboard in loose, 
crumbly masses. The field will not

ridged like a washboard, as too many 
fields are, but will aptly

the truth of the old saying that “a 
field well plowed is half harrowed.”

tions and indiv idu als (Job x x x iv . 29) 
God is working all things after the 
cou nsel of His own will and according 
to the eternal p u rp ose which He p u r­ 
posed in Christ Jesu s ou r Lord (Eph. 
i, 11; iii, 11). 
Whatev er wicked men 
may plan u nder the cou nsel of their 
leader, the dev il, and b e p ermitted b y 
God to carry ou t, their cou nsel shall iu 
du e time come to nau ght, while the 
cou nsel of the Lord shall stand for­ 
ev er and the thou ghts of His heart to 
all generations (Ps. x x x iii, 10, 11). In 
the opening chap ters of this b ook we 
find It rep eatedly stated that the cru el 
treatment receiv ed b y ou r Lord Jesu s 
at the hands of wicked men was all 
foreseen b y God and foretold b y Him 
throu gh the p rop hets (ii, 23; iii, 18 ; iv , 
28 ). 
God’s foreknowledge does not, 
howev er, in the least degree ex cu se or 
p alliate the gu ilt of the wicked. 
The 
decrees of God and the free will of 
man stand as two heav en high pillars, 
and p u ny mortals may not attemp t to 
reconcile them. 
The one thing that all may do who 
hav e heard the good news of the grace 
of God Is that which 3.000 did u nder 
the p reaching ’of Peter on the day of 
which ou r lesson tells, and that was 
to b eliev e on or receiv e the Lord Jesu s 
Christ as hav ing su ffered for sins the 
Ju st for the u nju st and risen from the 
dead and ascended to the right hand of 
God. there to wait till His b ody is 
gathered from all nations, that He may 
come again to restore all things of 
which the p rop hets hav e spoken (iii, 
21). 
All su ch redeemed ones are ex pected 
to b ecome Sp irit filled people and b ear 
su ch testimony to the risen Christ 
throu ghou t the world that He may 
gather to Himself the comp any whose 
eong we hear in Rev . v , 9 ,10, who shall 
reign with Him on the earth when the 
kingdom comes. 
That kingdom will 
hav e redeemed Israel for Its earthly 
center with Jesu s Christ, as Son of 
Dav id, on Dav id’s throne at Jeru salem, 
according to v erses 30, 31 and Lu ke 
i, 8 2, 33. Jeru salem shall then b e the 
throne of the Lord and all nations 


Ev en ou r Lord Jesu s Christ said only - 
what the Father told Him to say , and 
His words and works were all those 
of the Father in and throu gh Him 
(John x ii, 49, 5 0; x lv , 10). Sp irit filkni 
Peter, on this occasion, ju st rehearses 
from the Scrip tu res that which the 
Sp irit had written concerning the Lord 
Jesu s, whom He is sent to glorify and 
take of His things and show them u nto 
u s (John x v i. 13, 14). 
In last week’s 
u tu dy we saw him q u oting from the 
prophecy of Joel; in this lesson w'e see 
him in v erses 22, 23, su mmarizing Ps. 
x x li and Isa. liii concerning the su ffer­ 
ings of Christ, and he p rob ab ly had in 
mind su ch words as Ps. x x x iii, 10, 11. 
concerning the cou nsel of God. 
In 
v erses 24 to 28 he q u otes from Ps. x v i 
concerning the resu rrection of Jesu s. 
In v erse 30 b e refers to God’s promise 
to Dav id to giv e him an immortal Sou , 
risen from the dead, to sit on His 
throne forev er (II Sam. v il, 12, 13; I 
Chron. x v ii, 11-14). 
In v erses 34, 35 , 
he q u otes from Ps. cx , the great Mel- 
chisedek psalm, su d assu res them that 
J esu s, whom they had cru cified, whom 
God raised from the dead, is the one of 
whom all these Scrip tu res tell and 
who, b eing now glorified b y the Fa­ 
ther, had sent dov D the Holy Sp irit to 
conv iu ce them of their sin that they 
might b e forgiv en and receiv e the gift 
of the Holy Sp irit. He entreated them 
to sav e themselv es from a crooked 
generation, assu ring them that the 
Lord was calling them and ready to 
receiv e them notwithstanding all that 
they had done.

Ev angelist tgld Chris­ 
tian to keep the light in v iew and 
ru u to the wicket gate, where he 
wou ld receiv e instru ction as to what 
to do. 
In sp ite of the cries and mock­ 
eries of his family and neighb ors he 
ran toward the light. On the way he 
met two companions. Ob stinate au d 
Pliab le. 
Ob stinate rep resented self 
su fficiency and Pliab le its opposite. 
The former tried to p ersu ade Chris­ 
tian to retu rn. Pliab le was easily per­ 
su aded to accompany Christian, and 
thu s he came to the Slou gh of De­ 
spond, ou r nex t topic. In this portion 
of the dream we see God’s willingness 
to help the conv icted sinner and the 
op p osite influ ences that are b rou ght 
to b ear u pon him in his start u pon the 
Christian life. These are common hu ­ 
man ex periences, b u t shou ld retard no 
one who lias started from the City of 
Destru ction toward the Celestial City .

u pon his b ack.” The “rags” rep resent 
hu man sinfu lness. His “face from his 
own hou se” signifies that the conv ict­ 
ed sinner mu st giv e u p the dearest 
things in life rather than risk the loss 
of his immortal sou l. 
The “b ook” in 
his hands Is the Scrip tu res, which tell 
u s of sin and of destru ction u nless we 
escape from them throu gh Christ. The
